REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. Claims 6-9, 1 1, 23-31 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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Claims 6-9, 1 1 , 23-31 are allowable over the prior art of record for the 
reason as stated in the Applicant's Remark dated on 12/21 /2005 pages 11-12 
and 8/1 9/2005 pages 1 1 -1 2 as well as the final Office Action mailed on 
9/22/2005. 

Regarding independent claims 6, 23 and 30, the prior art of record fails 
to teach or suggest a method/wireless terminal that provides transmission of 
multicast session over a wireless channel wherein displaying a list of multicast 
services and receiving from the user a first selection from the list of multicast 
services; 

Receiving from the user a second selection for a desired level of multicast 
service for the selected multicast services and displaying the desired level of 
multicast service, wherein the desired level of multicast service corresponds to 
a first multicast group address; and 

Displaying an actual level of multicast service, wherein the actual level 
corresponds to information about a number of layers that is currently 
supported over a wireless channel.
